#219 C. BOWRINGEANA X LC. GEO. S. BALL — This should be an interesting cluster-type novelty, with heads of 


bronze-tinged dark reddish-lavender blooms. Fall or twice yearly bloom seasons. 


#234 C. MARGARET MORAN VAR. DARK MOON X C. RED MAPLE VAR POLISHED RUBY -— The aim was for heavy, 


waxy bifoliate blooms of brilliant, dark color. Should bloom twice yearly: Summer and Winter. 


#924 C. BARBARA BILLINGSLEY X C. PEARL HARBOR — Bow Bells type Whites are always in demand, and Pearl 
Harbor is a fine Bow Bells hybrid. On strong, very free-flowering Barbara Billingsley, this should produce twice yearly 
Whites, for mid-Winter and June. 


#925 C. MARIE WEBB ALBA X C. LODDIGESII — This near-White Loddigesii pollinated one of the five huge White 
-Colored-Lip Marie Webb blooms, which should increase the size of the bifoliate without cutting down on the cluster habit. 
Most should be pale pink with purple and gold lips. Late Summer, Autumn. 


#926 BLC MARION RYERSON VAR PINK PRINCESS X C. LODDIGESII VAR HARRISONIANA — These well-rounded 
heavy clusters should be dark pink-lavender with lots of gold in lip and throat. Twice yearly, Fall and Spring. 


#927 LC SLENDERELLA VAR ORANGE BUTTERFLY X BLC JANE HELTON — Rich yellow to orange blooms in 
quantities should result. Late Summer through Fall. 


#928 C. JEAN FAIRCLOTH MC ARTHER X BLC CAROLS — Bold, heavy White Brasso-type blooms are always in 


demand, especially for Wedding corsages. June or twice yearly. 


#929 BLC JANE HELTON X C. AURANTIACA — Of course the orange species will decrease the size of these yellows, 


but also increase the quantities and intensify the rich color. Jane is expected to contribute corsage size and substance. 
Late Winter or twice yearly. 


#930 LC HENRIETTA PATTERSON VAR DARK STAR X LC HELEN WILMER VAR VICTORY — Brilliant dark color, 


size, form and heavy substance were the aim. Winter or twice yearly blooming. 


#931 LC GLORYDOW X BLC JANE HELTON -— These should be more standard Cattleya size than the two yellow 


crosses described above; not quite as rich in color, but good yellows with red lips. Summer season. 


#932 C. OLD FORESTER X BLC MARION RYERSON — Medium azalia-rose to dark plum purple Ble blooms, large, 


heavy and well rounded should result. Late Fall or twice yearly blooms. 


#934 LC MAX PALM X SLC CARLA CARTER — Large, brilliant Sle’s with huge, very dark and showy lips are 
anticipated; twice yearly, Fall and Spring. 


#935 C. IRIS VAR COPPER QUEEN X SLC CARLA CARTER — Since both parents were copper-colored, | don’t see how 


this one could miss similiar coloring, with lips raspberry red to crimson. Fall or twice yearly. 


#936 C. TANGO X C. SUPERBA — Dark wine red blooms of tailored type and heavy substance should result. Late 
Spring and late Fall blooming periods.

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HYBRID SEEDLINGS — FLASK SIZE 


“Do-It-Yourself Orchid hobbyists no longer need to shy away from the flask-to-community-pot shift because they lack - 
greenhouse, humidifiers, etc. All you need is three-inch pots, tweezers and clear tap water. Ryerson Community-pot-mix, 
fungicide-food, Poly-Eth ‘‘raincoats’’ and instructions come along to you with your flask-size seedlings! 


Buy a whole flask (100 or more seedlings) or a Community-pot-lot (20 or more seedlings) and watch them double or triple 
in value in the next year or two. 


#854 C. MAGGIE RAPHAEL X LC THURDERNIANA — From golden yellow to rich, sunset reds are the colors expected 


from this cross. Fall Season. 


#857 C. LEDA VAR MIDNIGHT X POTINARA RED FRIAR, CORAL QUEEN - Brilliant shades of orange to crimson- 


red; fine form and heavy substance expected. Fall-Winter. 


#876 C. FLORENCE PATTERSON X C. PEARL HARBOR — Large, heavy White blooms are bound to result from cross- 
ing these two, fine hybrids (the latter with Bow Bells parentage) and season should be twice yearly, Fall and Spring. 


#880 C.KING GEORGE X LC SUNBEAM -— This crossing of two yellow hybrids — both more vigorous and dependable 


than the average yellow — should result in some free-flowering and good quality yellows for late Summer-Fall season. 


#882 POTINARA ANISE X C. LEDA VAR MIDNIGHT — Anise is the most dependable of the Potinara hybrids, blooming 


twice a year and always ripening a viable seed pod. If you like your flowers dark and brilliant, this should appeal to you. 


#883 C. WHITE CHRISTMAS X L. FLAVA — A speculative novelty cross of star-shaped pure White bifoliate with the 


dainty yellow spray-type Laelia. May bloom twice yearly, Winter and Summer. 


#886 POTINARA RED FRIAR, CORAL QUEEN X LC TWINKLE STAR — Wine red Twinkle Star on the coral Potinara 


should present some exciting combinations of brilliant colors for twice yearly blooms, Winter and Summer. 


#888 C. HENRIETTA JAPHET X C. PEARL HARBOR — Heavy, White bifoliate Henrietta Japhet is always in demand — 
as a plant, or for its cut flowers. Pearl Harbor should enlarge the blooms, make them more round, and double the 
seasons, Summer and Winter. 


#889 C. BARBARA BILLINGSLEY X BLC CAROLS — Vigorous White Brasso, with no trace of color in petals, provided 


the pollen for free-flowering White Barbara Billingsley. Expect twice yearly blooming, Winter and Summer. 


# 895 LC GWEN SANDER X LC TWINKLE STAR — If this continues growing at present speed, it will reach blooming 


size in record time. Dark red-lavenders, some with darker stripes in petals, should result for late Fall-Winter season.

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SEEDLINGS NEAR FIRST BLOOMING — PHALAENOPSIS HYBRIDS; CATTLEYA HYBRIDS 


Enough of each of the following Cattleya hybrids have bloomed to indicate the predictions forthe various crosses had 
been pretty accurate. None have been disappointing and some are expected to be in the award class on the second 
flowering. 


Here is your opportunity to buy a fine set of seedlings out-of-pots, accompanied by the SILVACON and URAMITE 
for repotting them— and to acquire ALL SIX for a price lower than you would pay for just one, if it should prove 
an award winner! 


All but the bifoliate (#761) will come to you out of 4-inch pots; and they look more like mature plants than seed- 
lings, so you should not need to wait more than a year to see most of them produce their first blooms. 


#67 LC M’LISSE GREEN — Vigorous White-Colored-Lip hybrid for Autumn season. 


#651 C. DEBRA JANE — Fine free-flowering White for late Winter through Spring. 


#672 LC MIAMI SHORES - Full, bright, dark lavender with Royal Purple lip and throat. Fall-Winter season. 


#711 LC BRITANNIZADE — Those already bloomed had solid purple lips, contrasting with pure white sepals and 
petals. Could be timed for Easter-Mother’s Day flowering. 


#737 LC REVLON GLOW — The “‘lipstick’’ on the petals inspired the name; these attractive markings matched 
‘the solid red-purple of the lip and throat. Winter. 


#761 C. MRS. MAHLER — Some of these attractive bifoliates bloomed in 2%-inch pots so these seedlings are 
smaller than the above, but just as close to blooming size out of their 3-inch pots. Brown-marked green clusters; 
very heavy substance. Fall.
